East presented unusuaf opportunities 
for younu men of worth, and there he 
wentin!84S. He entered the whole- 
sale notion business and built up a 
successful and profitable house. Again 
he looked for an opening where his 
business qualifications could find a 
wider range, and in 1853 he became a 
distiller with a plant at Conesville 
His family was moved to Zanesvilie 
it being the largess and most, import- 
ant town in this section and affording 
the best advantages for the rearing 
and educating of a family. The Pan 
Handle was then the Sieubenville & 
Indiana, and had advanced no farther 
in construction than a roadbed strewn 
with ties brought in from the sur- 
rounding forests- Mr. Beebe was com- 
pelled to drive the entire distance be- 
tween Conesviile and bis home in 
Zanesvilie, but interest in his busi- 
ness 
never flagged. He became 


widely 
known 
throughout 
this 
entire section, andjjbis dealings with 
farmers and all other men were char- 
acter:zed by an honesty and uprieht- 
ness that made for him Srm friends 
wherever he was known. 


At length he wearied of the hard- 


ibip attending a residence so far from 
his business operations, and in the 
Jpringof 1855 the 
family took up 


.heir residence in the house where 
Mr. Beebe died- 
He purchased the 
>roperty, and ever after made it his 
lome, cheering the family circle by 
lis presence and instilling in his sons 
the principles that made them with- 
out exception successful men. 


Mr. Beebe twice suffered reverses at 
Conesyille when his plant was destroy- 
ed by fire, but he refused to feel their 
effect. In 1S55, however, he entered 
)usioess in Roscoe where he became a 
eading spirit in many enterprises. 
His sound judgment and wide experi- 
ence made him a valuable helper not 
alone in his own manufacturing con- 
erns but for other business men who 
ought his advice and assistance, and 
t was always cheerfully and conscien- 
ioasly g ven. 
The East again opened advantages 
hat were to his likinji and in 1880 he 
ook a position with a shoe manufac- 
uring company as traveling sales- 
man. For 10 years he continued in 
his line of business with marked 
access, representing Sew England 
houses and covering the wide range 
f territory between Albany and Mil- 
waukee. He made friends wherever 
.e went, and the news of his death 
will be iearued with sincere sorrow 
y many men in many localities. He 
ecided to retire in 1890 and sines 
hut time has lived at his utiestnut 
treet- residence.

Jane Toppan. who was arrested at 
Amherst. X H.. on suspicion of being 
connected with the alleged murder of 
Mrs. 
Mary G:bbs at Cataumet. was 


brought here and lodged in jaiL Mrs. 
Gibbs' husband. Captain Irving F. 
Gibbs. who is captain of the coasting 
schooner Golden Bali, was away on 
that vessel at the time of his wife's 
death. On learning of it at a coast 
port he immediately returned home, 
and. although there had been up to 
that time no suspicion of foul play.

Mice Workers of America, of different 
state organizations and of the organ- 
ized and unorganized miners of the 
two Virginias. A similar conference 
was held at Parkersburg last monui, 
and on the report of the conferees at 
that time President Mitchell has call- 
ed the present meeting to devise plans 
by which the miners in these two 
states can be organized Into state 
unions and made auxiliary to the Unit- 
ed Mine Work-trs of America, the 
same as in other 
coal-producing 


states. State officers from PennsyJva- J 
fiia. Ohio, Indiana. Illinois, Kentucky i 
and other coal-producing states are 
here to co-operate with President 
Mitchell. Vice President Lewis, Secre- 
tar>-Treasurer Wilson and other na- 
jtionai officers in a. final effort to or- 
ganize :he miners of Virginia and 
Wfcst Virginia. 


The convention will propose a uni- 


form scale of wages on a basis equal 
with that cf Ohio. Indiana. Illinois and 
Pennsylvania and other competitive 
fields. West Virginia has never had 
even a formulated scale. Several at- 
tempts U ive been made to affect a 
scale, but a"ways without success, and 
some of those present are doubtful as 
to the success of the present confer- 
ence in that respect. 


While the cal! for the meeting in- 


cludes the miners of both Virginias. It 
is understood that the main efi'orts at 
the present conference will be direct- 
ed towaru r.he mines of West Virginia 
first and tlien the organization will be 
extended to the Old Dominion. The 
output of West Virginia has become 
so enormous as to seriously conflict 
with other states, especially with Ken- 
tucky, Indiana. Ohio and west Penn- 
sylvania, where there is ver.'little dif- 
ference in the haul. It is held that 
the operators in other states claim 
tttat they can not pay the union scale 
In competition with the lower rate of 
the nonunion mines in West Virginia, 
and the conference will appeal to the 
Virginia miners for the protection of 
the un-on mines in other states. The 
operators of West Virginia are also 
represented here and are appealing 
to their men against interference 
from labor leaders ia other states.

cate's cross-examination covered '.he • 
retrograde movement, the reconnais- 
sance of May 31. the loop of the 
Brooklyn and the alleged colloquy 
with Lieutenant Hodgson about the 
Texas. Admiral Schley in the course 
of the examination declared the fa- 
mous loop of the Brooklyn decided the 
events of the battle of Santiago bay. 


One of the most interesting features 


was the development of the fact that 
the report of the bavle written by Ad- 
miral Schley July 6. 1S98. was not the 
original report. The original report 
never has been published, and in ac- 
cordance with a previous decision the 
court declined it to go into the rec- 
ords. Admiral Schley was allowed to 
explain, however, that Admiral Samp- 
son declined to receive the first re- 
port because it did not mention the 
presence of the New fork. "I felt 
that the victory at that time." said 
Admiral Schley. in explaining the 
matter, -was big enough for all, and 
I made this change out of generosity 
and because I knew if the New York 
had been present she would have done 
as good work as anybody else." 


Captain Thomas Borden of the ma- 


rine corps, who was aboard the Brook- 
lyn, will be the last witness called for 
Admiral Schley. After he J-estifies the 
Judge advocate will put on the stand 
the witnesses in rebuttal, of whom 
there are understood to be about 15, 
and it is probable that Admiial 
Schley's counsel will call several wit- 
nesses in sur-rebuttal. 


The suppressed preliminary report 


made fay Admiral Schley is datsd off 
Santiago, July 3, and addressed to 
Admiral Sampson, the commander-in- 
chief of the North Atlantic station. 
The report in substance describes the 
coming of the Spanish fleet from the 
harbor of Santiago, and calls attention 
to the fact that signals were made to 
the vessels of the American fleet 
which were obeyed by all the ships. 
It then proceeds to describe the fight, 
and gives briefly the part played in it 
by each one of the ships, showing 
that the Brooklyn, the Oregon, the 
Texas and the Iowa remained in ac- 
tion until the Vizcaya went ashore, 
and that the Colon surrendered to the 
Brooklyn and the Oregon. The ad- 
miral commends the bravery of all the 
American officers and crews engaged 
in the fight, and recommends the com- 
manding officers for gallant and meri- 
torious conduct and for the superb 
handling of their ships. Then follows 
some routine matter giving the Span- 
ish losses, the injuries to the Ameri- 
can fieet and the casualties. It then 
asks that Admiral Sampson have the 
commanding officers transmit to him 
(Admiral Sehley) their detailed ac- 
counts of the action, in order that he 
mighi write a full and complete offi- 
cial report of the battle. 


Jimmy Ryan Knocked Out
